fam Grant's Wound—A Bad Affair—Lyon’'s

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Macon, Ga., November 28.—[Special.]—Las 
night, about 10:30 o'clock, a pistol shot startled 
the residents near the reservoir, just at the 


pdge of the city limits. 

A few minvets later Sam Grant dashed into 
Eli Wilson’s yard and called for admittance, 
saying, as he struck the door, “Please, sir, let 


me in, 
FOR 1'M sHOT!”’ 

Eli, who had retired, sprung to the door, 
and, opening it, Sam staggered inside and fell, 
the blood streaming from a wound in his left 
arm, just below the shoulder. Eli tells the 
following story: He says he heard distinctly 
seven other shots, and claims thata crowd of 
nine young men, armed with guns and pistols, 
rame crowding about his gate, threatening to 
fire on the house. 

Eli parieyed with them, and fora while 
they continued toswear vengeance cn him 
‘and his home, bat finally, heéays, he prevailed 
on them to leave, by threats of the law, and 
they scaitered, disappearing in different direc- 
tions. 

Dr. Rush Brown was called and dressed 
Bain’s wounds, and then the negro, who is 
about nineteen years old, 

TOLD HIS STORY. 

He said that be was returning from Friend- 
ship church, from which he came away before 
preaching was over so as to be up early,and get 
to his work at Mr. Findiey’s. Just as he 
massed the upper end of the reservoir he en- 
countered a young white man, who said: 

“Say, was that you whistling at me?” 

“No,” answered the negro, “It was some 
pther bovs ahead of me who whistled. I know 
nothing about who they. were whistling at, you 
gnust go and ask them.” 

He says that the young man became enraged, 
and with an cath remarked, 

“LL SETTLE wiTH you!” 
and “bang,’’ went a pistol shot, striking Sam’s 
arm as hethrewitup. He then ran down the 
pirect, and ina few minutes the crowd gath- 


ai. 

Among the other shets. one struck George 
Lamar, a negro boy who works for Dr. James 
A. Damour,” the ball or buckshot passing 
throuch lis coat sleeve.

A young white man, John Tracy, whom the 
reporter could not see, was claimed to have 
done the shooting. | 

A RUMOR, 
the authenticity of wuich has not been veri- 
fied, gives this young man credit for claiming 
that the negro met hin: just after he had left 
the home of a young lady whom he had es- 
roried from church, and that Sam shoved him 
rudely, and when he cailed him to time the 
negro answered by cursing him and using very 
offensive language, when the po man 
pulled down on lim with his pistol. 
ANOTHER STORY 

is told by a genticman who was aroused by a 
messenger sent from the scene of the riot. He 
Bays that when he got there the negro was 
lying in the yard near Eli Wilson’s door, and 
that there was a big crowd of negroes gathered 
around the door.

$75 in money, and she desired him to get a 
warrant and search their houses for the atolen

search was made, but no trace at that time 
could be obta'ned of the trunk. Yesterday 
afternoon the trunk was found ina big gully, 
between Mr. Mike Daley’s and the Southwest- 
ern railroad, near the Cox residence. 

It had been broken cpen and. the contents 
removed. <A pile of ashes was found near the 
trunk, and it is thought that the 
thief burnt the clothes so as not to be identi- 
fied by them [aier, and put the $75 in money 
in his pocket. 

A warrant was sworn out against a negro 
man, Tyle1, as the thief who broke open the 
trenk and took the money, and his trial will 
take place tomorrow before Justice Freeman.

an Old Trurk. 
AN INCIDENT IN MR. DAVIS'S LIFE. 


How Mrs. Noble Missed Her Trank and Ac- 
cuscd an Old Gentleman Who Turned 
Out to Be Mr. Davis. 


Rome, Ga., November 28.—[Special.]}—A 
story as yet unpublished, about ex-President 
Davis, shows himin a lofty light and with 
pure character, 

Away back in the thirties, there came to the 
United States James Noble, an Englishman, 
from Cornwall. He was a machinist anda 
man of family. After some eighteen years 
residence in Reading, Pa., he came south in 
February, 1855, to look around fora location. 
In May of that same year he came out again 
bound for this city to make it his home, and 
to engage in manufacturing machinery. 

{ Mr. Sain Noble chartered a sailing vessel 
and loaded it with machinery, tools and ap- 
prentices and sailed for the port of Savannah. 
His father, with his mother and other meim- 
bers of the family, took passage for Charles- 
ton, 8S. C. In due time each ship reached its 
port and the head of the family with his flock 
took the cars enroute to their new home. 

THE OLD-FASHIONED TRUNK. 

The family carried their jewels and some 
four thousand dollars in gold in an old- 
fashioned English hand chest. -It became 
necessary to expose their valuables to view in 

aying some additional money for their car 

fare. Sharp eyes were onthe alert, and the 
glitter of. the rich contents of that chest caught 
them, As amatter of precaution Miss Mary 
Noble was seated in ashutoff section of the 
car, with her back against the door. The trip 
was dull, and there were no other passengers 
aboard. Arrived at Branchville, two gentle- 
men came on board. One wasa wiry, young 
looking man, the other a tall and slender man, 
past the meridian of life, but very distinguish- 
ed iooking. When Augusta was reached the 
two men went their way to Atlanta, and the 
Nobles soon after discovered that the chest 
containing the gold and other valuables was 
missing. The conductor was appealed to, and 
he instantly charged “that old one-eyed man”’ 
with having stolen it. 

It was evidently snatched out of the window 
when Miss Mary Noble’s attention was fixed 
in some other directiin. 

After consultation it was decided that Mrs. 
Noble, accompanied by Miss Mary, should pro- 
ceed to Atlanta and cause the arrest of the 
supposed thief, whiie Mr. Noble and the others 
awaited the result, vainly hoping to recover 
their treasure. 

If WAS JEF¥YERSON DAVIS. 

Mrs. Noble sueceeded in tracing the two 
mento their stopping places and identified 
them by sight. ‘They were arrested and car- 
ried to headquarters. Arrived. there the as- 
tonishing discovery was made that the two 
yersons were Hon, Secretary of War Jefferson 
Javis, of President Pierce’s cabinet, and his 
private secretary. Mr. Davis took the whole 
matter good humoredly, and of course the 
gentlemen were released with full apologies. 
Before parting, Mr. Davis realizing the loss 
and cendition of Mrs. Nobie and her daughter, 
tendered them a twenty-dollar gold niece, 
which Mrs. Noble declined: no so with Miss 
Mary, who,gaid: 

“Yes, take it mama that’s some of our mon- 
ey the old villian took.”’ 

Mr. Davis still good humoredly pressed it 
upon Mrs. Noble and she took it, and re- 
turned to realize that she was poorer in purse 
but richer in her estimate of human nature.

THE STORY OF GEORGE HART'S CRIME, 


Startling Character—Why Lynching 
was Determined Upon. * 


Cotumnvua, Ga., November 28.--[Special.J— 
The recent lynching of George Hart in the 
adjoining Alabama county of Lee, and the 
previous ‘removal’ of John Moss, are still as 
mysterious as ever. One of the participants 
in the lynching, who was in the city today, 


gives this story of the affair: 

“T em very familiar with the hanging of 
John Moss and George Hart and their confes- 
sions. These two negroes had no communica- 
tion after they had murdered young Mr. Wal- 
drup, yet their confessions so corroborated 
each other that it would have convinced the 
most skeptical that the killing was premedi- 
tated, roll understood, and agreed upon be- 
tween them. I heard them confess when they 
knew a falsehood was of no avail, and at a 
moment when one’s veracity would be least 
doubted. ‘Their confessions were shocking, 
indeed. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

“About last September was one year ago 
these two negroes began to concoct a plan to 
murder one of the Waldrup boys and rob him 
of his money, after which they were, to go up 
about Birmingham, there bury themselves in 
some coal mine, where they never would be 
detected. Their plans were first to murder 
William Waldrup, but they learned that he 
had, by sonve transaction, disposed of all the 
money he had on hand at that time. They 
learned,. however, that Edgar Waldrup was in 
possession of some money, and that he carried 
it about his person, so they then began to de- 
vise a plan to take his life and his money, too. 
The cunning plan which they used to get this 
young man, without suspicion, into a thicket 
not far from his home was a singalar one. 

A CONJURE STORY. 

George Hart told Kdgar that he was a con- 
jurer, and that he had omnipotent power over 
some things, and for a small amount of money 
he would Jet him into all his tricks and plans. 

Edgar told him that he would look likea 
fool, taking part in such a thing, but, after 
long persuasion on the part of George, Edgar 
concluded to give the thing atrial. George 
told Edgar several things that would have to 
be done, one of which that if he desired to be 
an expert conjurer, he would have to havea 
sharp razor rubbed over his face and neck just 
before he let him fully into the matter.

When they thought they had finished him, 
they took sixiy dollars from his pocket and 
started off in a great hurry, but afterthey were 
some distamce away, one of them heard a noise. 
Looking back, to his surprise, he saw Edgar 
climbing a fence making his way toward the 
house. One said to the other that that would 
never do; so they over took Edgar and cut his 
head almost off, after whieh theypushed for a

Farming in Japan. 

Carter Narrison, the distinguished ex- 
mayor of Chicago, is traveling in the east 
and writing letters to one of his home 
papers. He has been studying Japanese 
farming, and tells what he knows about it. 
fie says everything thereis carried on on a 
very small scale, and with such wonderful 
nicencss, that it is difficult to realize that 
farming is the business of a life and a very 
sarnest and hard one at that. There are 
ao barns or outhouses in which to store 
trops. There are no farm houses. The 
people live in villages orin towns. Some of 
the farms are not even one acr@in size, 
and very few contain more than ten acres. 

The notable feature of these Japanese 
farms is the irrigating ditch. A farm of 
two or three acres usnally has half a dozen 
levels, and the water that irrigates one 
field runs down to irrigate another. The 
farms have the appearance of American 
market gardens. The soil is dry and thor- 
oughly prepared. The plow is used only 
for throwing up the beds, and all the dig- 
ging is done with spadelike hoes and forks, 
No weeds whatever are allowed to grow in 
the little fields, and every foot of ground is 
atilized, : 


The Japanese farmer takes every advan- | 


tage of the seasons, and practices true 
economy. One crop succeeds another with 
unvarying regularity, and the benefits of 
rotation are thoroughly understood and 
realized. While one crop is ripening an- 
other one is planted between the rows, and 
this practice is carried on even in the tea 
plantations, When the tea plants are 
small turnips and other crops are 
planted between the rows as soon as the July 
plucking is completed. 

_ The management of the Japanese. farm- 
ers is so thoroughly scientific that lands 
which have been in cultivation for centur- 
ies continue to produce marvelously large 
crops. It-is said that Buddhism has dis- 
couraged the growth of animals within the 
limits of the empire, and, as a result, there 
are not two millions of horned cattle in the 
country,thcugh the grasses on the hills would 
feed millions. ‘The acorns and nuts in the for- 
ests would feed millions of hogs, but there are 


| nohogs in Japan. ‘‘There are no starvelings 


in Japan,’? Mr. Harrison declares. ‘Fhe 
children are as fat and jolly as little curly- 
tailed pigs; the young lads and girls give 
no evidence of not having enough to eat. 
They are all rounded in form and lithe in 
action, and the men and boys are capable of 
enduring active labor and fatigue as few 
others cando. They are possibly not as 


| muscular as our meat-eating men; but nota 


day passes that I do not see some man 
whose muscular development isa source of 
admiration, and others whose powers of en- 
durance are simply marvelous.”

The Panama Canal. : 

The enormous expenditure of money in 
the construction of the Panama canal is 
partially accounted for since several reports 
made by special agents representing the 
Colombian government have been given to 
the public. 

It appears that up to July of last year the 
company spent about $154,000,000 on the 
isthmus. Much of this money was not ex- 
pended in actual work. About $30,000,000 
went to pay the interest on the capital in- 
vested. Something like $13,000,000 was 
spent for hospitals and medical services. 
The office and private residence of the local 
manager cost $6,000,000, and the offices in 
Paris, New York and Panama have cost 
$8,400,000. Whenthe guests of De Lesseps 
went to Panama last year to look at the 
canal about $2,000,000 was spent in enter- 
taining them. 

These figures are staggering. The inter- 
est is still running along at the rate of $30,- 
000,000 a year, and with the understanding 
that ancther $500,000,000 will be required 
to complete the work it is easy to see that 
the interest will be swelled to $40,000,000 a 
year. : 

The prediction is made that the De Lessep 
company will be bankrupt inside of two 
years, but it is almost a foregone conclusion 
that the I’rench government will come to 
the aid of the concern. With no outside 
interference the canal would doubtless be 
completed, but it is absolutely certain that 
this country will take a hand in the busi- 
ness as soon as France asserts herself on 
the isthmus. ‘The Monroe doctrine will be 
a sufficient excuse for our interference, but 
there is also another reason. ‘The fact is, 
this canal project is now a matter of inter- 
national importance, There are three 
eliginle routes, and the necessities of our 
commerce make it imperative -that the 
cheapest and most. practicable line should 
be selected. We cannot afford to have a 
reckless and wasteful project consume year 
after year and bar this great inter-oceanic 
highway, where the adoption of another 
route would save time and money and 
avoid complications with foreign powers. 

These weighty considerations will sooner 
or later bring our government to the front, 
and the complexion of affairs on the isthmus 
will then assume avery different aspect.

As certain as our law-makers try to enact statutory 
prohibition, so sure villthey do harm. Whether 
they succeed in passing such a bill or fail to pass it’ 
will they, all the sa ne, perpetrate a mischief. The 
people having voted down the prohibitory amend. 
ment, and seeing a universal tendency everywhere 
to abandon legal prohibition, will not tolerate ag- 
gressive legislation of that character. The adverse 
votes in Atlanta, in Texas, in Oregon, in Michigan 
in their own state, ought to be suilicient to admon- 
ish-our probibitionist friends that they are either 
ahead of or behind public sentiment.

TWO CYCLONE sTroRIns. ‘ 
How the Sight of a Fannel-Shaped Cloud 
: Affects a Man. ; 
From the Milwaukee Sentinel 


The other day at the press club rooms & 
group of reporters were relating personal experi- 
ences. “The most thrilling sight I ever saw,” enid 
one, “was the howling cyclone at Racine about 
four years ago, I never want to see another, 
for the sight seared away ten years of my 
life. I saw a big, copper-colored, funnel- 
shaped cloud approaching, and, anticipating that 
there would bs a lively storm, went to the 


the city. The immense funnel «ame nearer and 
nearer, lower and lower, majestically approaching 
the B»hemian quarter of the city. Then, to my hor- 
ror, buildings were tossed in the air like dice thrown 
from a box, mingling in indescribable confusion 
with sections of fences, broken and uprooted trecs, 


Fallin a cloud of dust. I can’t describe the terror 


that took possession of me when I saw the big houses 
flying through the air, and tothis day 1do not 
know how 1 got down the several fights of stair- 
and out of the building. When I recovered my com 
poeure I was ten blocks away in the opposite direc- 
tion, all out of breath. I don’t think I ever ran the 
distance in |such a short period of time as that day 
trying torun away from that cyclone.” 

‘That reminds me,” said one of the listeners, : ‘‘of 
a little episode that put a few cray hairs in my 
head. It was in Dakota and occurred only last year. 
I was. working on a St. Paul paver and had 
been sent ona special mission into the adjoining 
teriitory. A friend of mine bad taken a claim in 
Dickey county, and I took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity afforded to pay him a visit. We were having 
a social chat when I observed an anxious 00k come 
over his face. He stepped to the window and with 
blanched face shouted tome and the members of 
his family. 

““*Rush for the cellar.’ 

“*What is the matter? I; s-ed. 

‘* I’m afraid there will be a cyclone,’ he answered 
‘and I would rather be in the cellar thanin the 
garret,’ 

‘*T would like to seeacyclone,’ I said, and took my 
place by the window, while the others rushed for 
the cellar, expecting me to follow. I confess that I 
did not anticipate that my friends’ fears were well 
founded, for I saw nothing alarming in the cloud 
that was traveling toward the place. There was a 
barn a little ways beyond, and the cloud seemed to 
be making a bee-line for it. There was an op- 
pressive stillness fora minute or two,thena few 
gusts of wind, and before Laltime to thirk tha 
barn went sailingup toward the sy, and was car- 
ried bodily over the rcofof the house like a mere 
toy. The house its2lf seeme.tl to be lifted up several 
feet upon oneend and then settled down again 
gently, as thoug: some giant’s hand had tilted it 
and set it back uninjured. WasIscared? Hy hair 
stcoi on end, and when I saw. the barn sailing in 
the air I wished I-had taken my friend’s ad- 
vice and creptinto the cellar. The barn was scat- 
tered for a distance of several miles. We couldn't 
find enough sound boards to build a respectable hen 
ccop. That same cyclone played a curious freak on 
threemen engaged in baking 10 atoes in a little 
shanty nearby. Itsucked up the roof and sides 
of the little structure, withthe men, leaving the 
floor iniact, earried them a quarter of a milein a 
jifty, set them down right inthe middle of a potato 
field.” *

The 
people of this coun'y are not in favor of prohibi- 
tion, but they demand a far different system of sale 
from that which existed two" years ago, and they 
will not allow the rlan of sale to be dictated by 
those engaged in the liquor traffic. 

No hour of Atlanta’s history has ever been more 
important than the present. 

A course midway between sale, as it was con- 
ducted two years ago, and complete prohibition is 
the policy which should prevail. This course will 
meet the demand cf the conservative masses, It 
will bring our people together on a temperance 
platform. It will restore peace to Atlanta. The 
citizen who fails to sacrifice personal pride and am- 
bition, that this end may be accomplished, will fail 
to perform the duty which he owes to the people of 
his home. The past should be forgotten exceyt as 
the lesson may teach the true course for our future, 
and that course should be-marked with temperance 
and conservatism.

What was Done at the Caucus of Prohi- 
bitionists. 


The question of the contest was the chief 
topic of conversation in the streets and 
in the hotels last night. Various 
storics had been set afloat and some curious 
rumors were current. One of these reports 
was to the effect that several of the preachers 
who had been conspicuous workers in the can- 
vass had taken a stand against the action of 
the contestants and would declare openly their 
disapproval of that proceeding. It 
was said that - Dr. J. oe F 
was one of these protesting ministers. To learn 
the truth of this, a representative of THE Con- 
STITUTION visited Dr. Lee at his home late 
last night. The preacher was found alone sit- 
ting in his cozy parlor by a cheerful fire. The 
visitor interrogated him as to thestory referred 
to, and the qguick answerwas: “There is no 
truth whatever in that report. Why the asso- 
ciation of evangelical preachers, of which I am 
a member, met this morning and took action 
exactly the opposite to that which you indi- 
cate. We, by a unanimous vote, deter- 
mined that we would not make compromises 
or concessions and would urge a contest so that 
the ballot boxes my be purged.” 

‘‘Do you really think, doctor, many illegal 
ballots were cast?” 

“Why, there is no doubt, whatever, about 
it. Iam told by a trustworthy man, who is in 
a position to have accurate knowledge on this 
sabiect, that about twelve hundred fraudulent 
anti-prohibition votes were deposited last Sat- 
urday, and that nearly four hundred of these 
were cast in the first ward. Itis not likely 

hat, however thoroughly the boxes might be 
purged, al] these baliots would be thrown out; 
not probable that enough would be declared 
illegal to change the result. But the purging 
of the boxes would accomplish one thing. It 
would secure proof against hundreds of fraud- 
ulent voters. Tho idea is more prosecution 
than contest. We want to show the people 
that we are determined to have fair elections, 
and will not tolerate fraud of any sort.”’ 

‘*But,’’ interrupted the interviewer, “‘is it 
not possible that in purging the boxes,a few 
stray illegal prohibition votes might be dis- 
covered?’ 

**That is nct impossible, but if so, it does 
not affect the question, for we are bent upon 
punishing all illegal voters, whether they 
voted with us or against us.’’ 

**Will the contest be persisted in, or will it 
be abandoned under the advise of conserva- 
tive and patriotic men?’’ 

“The contest, as I just told you, 
be prosecuted. Mr. Sam Inman, Mr. 
Harle and Mr. Hemphill were  op- 
posed to any contest, and so expressed 
themselves in the meeting of the advisory 
board this morning. But the mass of prohibi- 
tion voters, the young men, are so pverwheclm- 
ingly oppused to allowing the matter to quict 
down and the flagrant frauds to go unpunished, 
that even these leaders have agreed to carry on 
the contest.”’

“TIT was atthe mecting. It occurredin Tur 
CONSTITUTION office, and there were twenty- 
five of the most prominent members of our 
party present.

HIS PROPHECY CONCERNING ATLANTA 


On the Eve of the Biggest Boom in Her His. 
tory—A Tribute to the City and 
the People. 


Yellowstone Kit leaves the city today. 

Yesterday he made 4 parting address to the 
colored people from his stand on Collins street, 
and distributed five hundred dollars in food, 
clothing and money among those present. 

Before giving out his parting gift Kit con- 
gratulated his audience upon the result of the 
election and gave them much good advice. He 
requested them to remember him always and 
promised to return to Atlanta before long. 

The colored people who were present exhib- 
ited considerable feeling when they ascer- 
tained that they were listening to Kit for the 
last time. When he was giving out presents 
those nearest him grabbed his hand and kiss- 
ing it, expressed their great love forhim. At 
times the scene was really an affecting one, and 
when he came off the stand men and women 
pushed against him and lifting him from the 
ground carried him to his carriage. Then they 
wanted to unhitch the horses and pull the car- 
riage themselyes but he would not permit 
them to doso.- Asthe carriage moved off the 
negroes crowded around it so tight [the horses 
found it almost impossible to move. 

At the hotel Kit met a number of gentle- 
men, With whom he conversed until noon. 
During the afternoon he moved about the ho- 
tel, completing arrangements for his departure. 
Later in the day he was seen by a ConstTITU- 
TION reporter, to whom he said: 

“Yes, I leave tomorrow, and somehow I 
feel like I was going away from my home. 
My home—you understand that?”

The Atlanta Fire department has, throuch- 
put the entire country, a reputation for excel- 
‘yence which is the envy of depart monts eVery- 
ghere. And it deserves that reputation. 

One feature of the work of the department, 
ghich is attracting very general attention, is 
the system of inspection. In a recent addross 
tothe fire chiefs of Connecticut, President 
Whiting, of the Orient insurance company, 
galled especial attention to this inspection and 
arged its general adoption. Hardly a week 
passes that Chief Joyner does not receive in- 
quirics concerning his inspecfion. 

THER SYSTEM. 

Two years ago Chiet Joyner inaugurated 
the syst m of inspection, — Phe mspecting is 
is done by the chief and tie foremen of the 
different companies, and every buildiyg in the 
business pertions of the city 1s examined from 
ecliar to garr t. : 

The method is very simype. 

The chief and the foremen go _ together 
through every building, examining Its condi- 
tion according to the standard fixed by the 
jaws governing the matter, and paying special 
attention to the interior construction of the 
building. The advantages of this are obvious. 
In thie case of fire in any one of these build- 
ings allor p of the officers are apt to re- 
member the lay of the iand and know just 
how to get at the blaze. 

Asan evidence of 

TIE WORKINGS OF THE SYSTEM 
it is an interesting fact that within this year 
there have been bat two fires in the business 
sortion of the city. This is a condition of af- 
fire never dreamed of before this inspection 
was begun. 

Twice a year a thorough iuspection is made. 
The chief keeps what he calls his ‘black list’’ 
upon W hich is entered the name of each of- 
fender against the fire ordinances. Every vio- 
Jation is neted, and the person. resfonsible is 
notified that it must be corrected at once un- 
der pain of prosecution. This warning is al- 
ywost always suflicient. 

THiS YEAR'S INSPECTION. _ 

The board of inspection has just finished one 
of its semi-annual inspections. 

This was the most thorough ever held. Cap- 
tain Joyner and his men wentinto every cellar 
and climbed every staircase in the center of 
the city. It has taxen over tive days to make 
the inspection. 

The good work of the system 1s shown by 
this vear’s visit. The following table will 
show how it has worked in the past two years.

hh proud of this inspection 
scheme,’’ said Chief Joyner, while talking on 
the subject yesterday. “It works like a charm 
here, and the example is being follewed in all 
parts of the country.

MANHOOD OF THE MINISTRY. 


Two Interesting Lectures by Rev. Dr. Vin- 
cent Veaterday, 
Rev. J. H. Vincent, D. D.,-L. L. D., leetur- 


ed at Gammon school of theology yesterday 
evening ou ‘‘the Manhood of the Ministry” 
The lecture room was crowded. Rev. W. P. 


Thirkie'd, president, said that four years ago 
this seheol was dedicated. It had then one 


and 100 volumes in the library, Now it hasa 
fueulty of three professors, 5,000 volumes in 
the library, and students froin ten states, rep- 
resenting sixten different educational iistita- 
tions. Inaddition to this it has an endow- 
mont of $200,000. He then introduced Rev. 
J. 11. Vineent, ‘a native of Alabama, but a 
citizen of the world.” 

Dr. Vincent is recognized as one of the best 
platform speakers in the union. His pres- 
ence is inspiring, and his language and senti- 
men's impressive, He began by telling of a 
cenotaph in Trinity church, New York, to Rev. 


W. Berrien, D.D., whe was for thirty-three 


years rector of Trinity parish. On this eeno- 
taph were these words: ‘‘Wise, meek, gentle, 
kind, pure, devont.”’ 

He was a man fitted to enter che parlor, and 
was respected for his office and his manhecod, 
Some exhibit these characteristics at times. 
Their prefessional character and personal 
character are different. These characteristics 
are good as faras they ge, but the preacher 
should be soinething more than ag een cy 
A polished shaft is not cood for a foundation. 

he ministry is to do God's work. He must 
labor to bring men from guiit to pardon, from 
bondage to freedom, from death to life. It is 
God’s work through men. It should be man- 
hood at its best in the ministrv. David in 
Saul’s armor would not have been as effective 
David 
could fling a stone. He had practiced it from 
early youth. But man at best needs God’s 
help. Itis through the manhood of the min- 
istry that God works. That manhood must be: 

A Christian manhood—Cbhrist’s man. 

A genuine manhood—a real man. Take the 
stages in a boy’s life. He first loves and ad- 
heres to his mother. As he grows older he ad- 
heres to his father. If the father’s example is 
not right, that boy needs the influence of a 
man like his mother: so that the idea of man- 
hood by the boy is purified. ‘I don’t like a 
man to be a woman, or a woman aman,” the 
speaker said; ‘‘therefore, the ministry should 
be not effeminate, but robust and_ positive 
manhocd—a pure, clean man. - 

A vigorous physical manhood, well balanced. 
He should take care of his physical strength, 
and not partake of the dyspeptic or bilious 
type of piety. Cultivate a wholesome phys- 
ical manhocd. 

A social manhood. ‘We should be our best 
selves, and ourselves at best to God.”’ 

An aggressive manhocd. “There are some 
ministers who exert a greater influence on 
children, and some on women. But the min- 
ister should go for the strong men in the shop 
and field; men of power. In doing this they 
can win beth of the other classes. 

A student of men. Read the lives of great 
men, and study the secret of their power and 
SUCCESS. 

A well-balanced manhood. The will, brain 
and heart all balanced. He should not imitate 
the leg drifting down stream, or like the snag, 
which remains stationary, and goes neither 
up or down the stream; but rather like the 
steam tug coming up the-stream. He should 
not be moulded by his congregations, but with 
a well-balanced will, stand against the cur- 
rent of popular opinion, if it is wrong. 

An inspired manhood. The minister is 
charged with the mighty energies of God. He 
should be level, earnest and practical. 

Dr. Vincent will lecture at 11 o’clock this 
morning at the same place on ‘The Minister 
as a Student,”’ and at 3 p.m. on ‘‘The Minister 
as a Preacher and Pastor.”’ 

The Evening Lecture. 


The lecture room of Trinity had a good 
audience last nightto hear the Rev. J. H. 
Vincent, D. D., on “That Boy.’’ A more se- 
lect audience has not come tegether in a long 
time. It was composed of the most intellect- 
tal people of the city. The lecture had been 
announced cnly two days, and in the papers 
but one. Hence the size of. the audience 
abundantly established Dr. Vincent’s power to 
draw. The lecture was greatly enjeyed. It 
was practical, humorous, edifying. It was full 
of wholesome truth. Four periods in the boy’s 
life were considered—babyhood, the age of 
eight, twelve and sixteen. It was evi- 
dent to all that the lecturer had _ been 
a boy and that he had made a study of the 
boy.
